REMARKS 

Summary of Office Action 

Claim 21 has been rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Nash et al . U.S. Patent 6,063,114 (hereinafter 
"Nash") . 

Claims 13-16, 19, and 20 have been rejected under 
35 U.S. C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Zhu et al . 
U.S. Patent 6,287,322 (hereinafter "Zhu"). 

Claims 1-4, 6-11, 17, 18, and 22 have been allowed. 

Summary of Applicants 1 Reply 

Applicants have canceled claims 5, 12-16 and 19-21 
without prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to pursue one or 
more of these canceled claims in one or more continuation 
applications. Allowed claims 1-4, 6-11, 17, 18, and 22 are 
currently pending in this case. 

Reconsideration and allowance of this application in 
light of the following remarks is hereby respectfully requested. 

Showing Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.116(b) 

Applicants have been earnestly striving to secure 
allowance of this application. 

In view of the Final Office Action of September 10, 2007, 
and in order to further the prosecution in this case, applicants 
have canceled without prejudice claims 13-16 and 19-21 (the only 
claims currently rejected) . 
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These amendments should be entered because they do not 
raise any issues of new matter or require further search or 
extensive consideration by the Examiner. The amendments should 
also be entered because they will be recognized as placing the 
application in condition for immediate allowance, or at least in 
better form for appeal. 

It is believed that this showing pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.116(b) amply justifies entry of these amendments. 

Conclusion 

The foregoing demonstrates that claims 1-4, 6-11, 17, 18, 
and 22 are allowable. This application is therefore in condition 
for allowance. An early and favorable action is respectfully 
requested.
